All over the nation governors 
are in trouble. The people want 
more. But they somehow expect 
the state (and city governments) 
to perform magic and provide 
without charge. The states are at 
a point in their revenue collec- 
tions where they cannot find new 
sources of taxation. If they pay 
the teachers more, carry on pen- 
sions for the increasing number 
of old people, build more parks 
and recreational centers, increase 
the highway patrol, pave more 
roads, etc., they must tax. The 
people know this, but it is the 
habit of the taxpayer to refuse to 
face reality. The result is that 
the governorship is not the prize 
it once was. 


For this reason, Sen. Humphrey 
was not able to carry his good 
friend, Gov. Freeman, into office. 


Bright Future 


Sen. Humphrey’s future is, 
however, bright as a spring sun- 
rise. He almost certainly will be- 
come one of the Senate’s two or 
three outstanding members, if not 
the first. The national image of 
Hubert Humphrey will surely 
change until he is seen and com- 
prehended as his own people 
know him. He is a man of great 
compassion and integrity. The 
image of Sen. Humphrey which 
many conservatives have, espe- 
cially in the South, is that of a 
radical who is in labor’s pocket. 
Nothing could be more wrong. 


Sen. Humphrey is, to be sure, 
one of the Midwestern progres- 
sives in the manner made famous 
and respected by ‘“‘Old Bob’ La- 
Follette, by William Borah, 
George Norris, and’ others. 


Looking at the problems of ag- 
riculture, and of the blights 
brought on by industrial areas 
where raw materials, are de- 
pleted, he will view the Depart- 
ment of the Interior as important. 
He will think of conservation and 
a philosophy of protecting and 
using national resources for the 
public good. But he is no radical.

Stevenson Would Excel 


As Secretary of State 


President-elect Kennedy undoubtedly 
Is drawing upon qualified advice as well as 
his own demonstrated good judgment in 
selecting a secretary of state. We are 
confident he has not excluded the man we 
continue to regard as best suited—Adlai 
FE. Stevenson. 

It is true that strong presidents tend 
to take a firm personal grasp on foreign 
affairs. We expect Mr. Kennedy to be a 
president. 

This does not diminish our faith that 
Mr. Stevenson would be a fortunate 
secretary.

No longer can anyone argue convinc- 
ingly that the system in practice does not 
disenfranchise tens of thousands of Geor- 
gia voters. Those who draw parallels be- 
tween it and the electoral college lose 
sight of the fact that the latter does take 
account of population shifts once each 
decade. Georgia's unit system and her 
legislative apportionment almost com- 
pletely ignores mass movement of popu- 
lation. 

Federal courts repeatedly have said 
that relief for voting inequities and leg- 
islative apportionment should: come from 
state legislatures. But when legislatures 
refuse to act, what recourse do voters 
have except to return to the courts? 

In the highly significant U.S. Su- 
preme Court decision on the Tuskeege, 
Ala., “gerrymandering” case a few days 
ago the court acknowledged federal 
jufisdiction “. . . when state power is 
used as an instrument for circumvent- 
ing a federally protected right.” The right 
is that of voting and the protective de- 
vice is the Fifteenth Amendment. 

As it has become more and more un- 
fair, the unit system has become increas- 
ingly vulnerable. Its opponents have a 
better case than ever and the new cou 
test is indeed welcomed. . |

Kennedy himself will not be in- 
stalled as president until Jan. 20. 
His delicate problem comes to 
this: The advanced liberals in the 
Senate will wish to open at once 
an all-out fight to harden the rule 
against filibusters. The conserva- 
tive-to-moderate-to-quietly - liberal 
Democratic majority-within-a-ma- 
jority will wisely not care to go 
so soon into an issue so divisive 
of Democrats, not only between 
North and South but also between 
West and Fast. 

And the Old Guard Southerners, 
of course, will not want to go into 
it at all. The whole motive for 
making it easier to halt filibusters 
is to make it easier to pass more 
civil rights legislation. 

Kennedy himself is extremely 
unlikely to want an early show- 
down. For once the gate is opened 
here there can be no telling how 
long the fighting will last in the 
Democratic corral. A _ prolonged 
intra-democratic struggle at the 
very dawn of his administration 
would do more than divide his 
party. It would also slow down his 
general legislative program—and 
nrake its ultimate approval more 
doubtful, even apart from the de 
lay. 

But because the question of 
timing is so vital, it is he who 
must decide it. A nod from Ken- 
nedy and Vice President-elect 
it. And, beyond doubt, this is one 
of the matters over which Ken- 
nedy and Vice-President-elect 
Johnson of Texas are even now 
putting their heads together. 


The expert advice of Johnson, 


as the retiring Senate Democratic 
leader, almost certainly will be 
to hold off the filibuster thing until 
the general program has got well 
forward. This, too, it may be 
stated, will be the recommenda- 
tion of Johnson's prospective suc- 
cessor as Senate Democratic lead- 
er, Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mon- 
tana. 

Kennedy, however, not’ with- 
standing -all the good offices of 
Johnson and Mansfield, will not 
find it easy to give the signal, 
eiiher way. Rarely has a new 
president been more in the mid- 
dle: The advanced liberals gave 
him important help for the nomi- 
nation and for the election. 

But the South, and particularly 
the moderate South, supplied the 
decisive power that put him over 
on election day. And next to run- 
ning a united country on the basis 
of a very thin popular election 
victory, his desperate necessity is 
to run a united Democratic Party. 
That way lies success for his 
policies as a whole and for his 
mission to lead a whole and not 
a fragmented nation. 

The quietly liberal Democrats 
will be willing to wait a while 


before engaging the filibuster 
rule. The ultra-liberals, on all 


past experience, will not be so 
willing. But they, too, now face a 
decisive test. Will they assist Ken- 
nedy by not being too demanding, 
too soon? Or will they so force 
matters with him as to embitter 
the first days of the new adminis- 
tration with a war opened before 
need be?

The Change in Georgia 


Brings Many Problems 


That Georgia has been undergoing a transition and a migration 
from rural to urban areas is a fact we've all known for sometime. 
But the Bureau of Census confirms the fact with figures, which show 
that Georgia definitely has undergone a change in population struc- 
ture. With that change has come a number of new problems. 


Within the past five years 59,- 
000 individual farm units have 
disappeared in this state, and 
where five years ago more than 
20 per cent of the state’s work- 
ers were employed on the farm 
today there are less than 15 per 
cent-of them directly engaged in 
farming. 

Meanwhile, the urban areas 
have shown tremendous growth, 
revealing the migration of peo- 
ple from the farm to the urban 
sections. The heavy increase in 
the number of non-farm workers 
employed in Georgia tells the 
story. They've been forced off 
the farm and into the cities to 
seek employment in industry and 
business. 


Many of the urban areas have 
not been prepared to meet this 
influx from the rural territories. 
The competition for available jobs

in urban areas has been multi- 
plied, and many of the municipal- 
ities have not prepared for the ad- 
ditional drain on housing and 
utilities. 

This migration has been the 
result of varied causes, including 
farm surpluses, higher costs, gov- 
ernment control, discouraging 
financing conditions, industrial op- 
portunities, and the ever-present 
hope of easier york. Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson's theory of 
“large farm operations as against 
smaller individual units, likewise 
has taken its toll. 

Because of this shift of popula- 
tion, Georgia today isn’t what 
she was five years ago.

After she hung tp. some min- 
utes later, I caught the next 
news program and I felt the 
same shame and heartache that 
she described. Four little girls, 
pigtails standing out stiffly un- 
der ribbons, walked into the 
New Orleans elementary schools 
while white children, who under 
normal circumstances would 
have played with them peace- 
ably and happily, clung to the 
skirts of angry mothers shouting, 
‘Go home, niggers!”

Now my friend did not believe 
that the colored children should 
have tried to go to the school in 
the first place. She thought that 
was unwise and, | suppose, pre- 
sumptuous of their parents. But 
the point she made was that the 
Negro parents felt that they had 
a right, that a principle was in- 
volved, and they were duty- 
bound to test it. 

' She found no fault with the ef- 
forts of the state and city gov- 
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ernments to close the schools 
She thought the white parents 
were within their rights to with- 
draw their own children and or 
ganize a private, school if thes 
wanted to. I think part of her 


anger was at the display of what 


she called ‘“‘Red Neck bad man- 
ners in that lovely New Or- 
leans.’ And most of it was that 
four innocent dark-skinned little 
girls might be hurt. 

“Imagine,”” she said, “the 
whole world seeing people, who 
should have more raising, mill- 
ing around the streets throwing 
things and yelling at four de 
fenseless little colored girls. 
Why, I wouldn't have let my 
children go to school with col- 
ored children but I would have 
whipped them with a peach 
switch till the blood ran if I ever 
caught them calling a colored 
person ‘nigger’! And now,” she 
concluded daringly, “‘I’ve decid. 
ed maybe my _ grandchildren 
should go to school with colored 
children!”’ 


This attitude may not warm 
the cockles of the NAACP’s 
heart. An organization fighting 
for a people's rights may not 
welcome the sympathy of an old- 
fashioned country grandmother 
who considers name-calling and 
vegetable-throwing merely the 
height of ‘‘po’ white trash’’ man- 
hers. But I think I understan: 
my friend’s point of view. 

Opposing the Negro effort at 
integration in the courts and in 
the legislature is one thing. But 
to teach little children to hate 
and to flout civil authority is 
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in time for holiday driving!

A Mother’s Story Sets Off 


Real-Lite Family Fireworks

When aie well-known South 
Carolina mother ‘‘stumbled into 


print,’ she inaugurated a series 
of adventures for her whole 
family. 

Mrs. Emily Braham Coxe— 


known affectionately as ‘‘Pank’”’ 
—penred the true comedy of a 
masterminding mama, a South- 
ern belle and the Maid of Cot- 
ton contest. Written in collab- 
oration with Frances Warfield, 
it is her first book. But prob- 
ably not her last. 


Mr. Coxe already has enough 
material for a hilarious se- 
quel, based on events stemming 
from the publication of ‘‘Moth- 
er of the Maid.’’ Pank is the 
mother of five children (and 
five times a grandmother), in- 
cluding daughter Emmy, who 
was 1953 Maid of Cotton. Emmy, 
now Mrs. William A. Winburn 
III of Savannah, was steered 
by Mama through county, state 
and finally the national beauty 
contest. Their experiences— 
complicated by Emmy’s 
startling. succession of beaux 
and an incredible bevy of mix- 
ups—make delightful reading. 


Publication of the book—and 
honors heaped upon the moth- 
er-daughter team—has been re- 
ward enough for Pank and 
Emmy. But Mrs. Coxe con- 
sidered with alarm the reaction 
expected by at least one mem- 
ber of her tribe. 


DEFIANT SON 


“My oldest son, Tom Coxe 
III, was the least cooperative 
of the children while I was writ- 
ing the book,” recalled Mrs. 
Coxe here, where she was guest 
speaker at the Atlanta Writers 
Club meeting. ‘He was terribly 
concerned the whole time—in- 
sisted that our real names 
should. not be used. When I 
pointed out that the book was 
really a family story, it made 
no difference to him. Tommy 
practically demanded that HIS 
name be left out.” 


Undaunted, Pank went right 
ahead with her literary project. 


Tom grabbed up a sheaf of 
papers—a carefully taped chap- 
ter of the book—at his mother’s 
one day. After scanning the 
pages, he mused, “You know, 
this just might go over pretty 
big.” 

That was the only part of the 
volume he read before it was 
published. When Mrs. Coxe— 
the epitome of an aristocratic 
Southern lady—received an ad-

EXCITED MAID 


There’s no doubt that Emmy 
was excited when the book ap- 
peared: “For her, it was an 
event even more thrilling than 
the Maid of Cotton contest,” 
Pank reports. “‘She appeared 
with me on television shows, 
joined me in Darlington for an 
autograph party given by my 
garden club.”’ 

The author said that the wait 
between finishing the book and 
its acceptance by a publisher 
was “‘longer than I like to re 
member.” It went through the 
hands of more than one editor, 
“picking up some good and 
bad criticism all the way.” 


“To those who had been par- 
‘ticularly kind,” Pank said, “I 


sent presents. To one hard- 
shelled New Yorker, I sent a 
ham. The lady at the Post Of- 
fice explained that I couldn't 
send it through the mail without 
making sure it passed the U.S. 
standards of meat specfications. 
She wanted to know where it 
had come from, had it been gov- 
ernment inspected.and 
stamped?”’ 


The two argued quite a while. 
Finally it was accepted and sent 
on its way. Mrs. Coxe then felt 
it necessary to call the New 
York recipient and tell him he 
was getting ‘“‘the sacrificial of- 
fering.”’

There was also a request for an old-fashioned 
Blackberry Cake recipe. 


Would you please give some recipes for preparing liver so that 
it will be tender. 


The recipe for crullera came from a 1914 Boston cooking 
school cookbook. 


CRULLERS 
‘4 cup butter or margarine \% tsp. nutmeg, grated 
| cup sugar 34 tsps. baking powder 
2 egg yolks 1 cup milk 
2 egg whites Powdered sugar 
4 cups flour Cinnamon 


Cream margarine and add sugar slowly. Beat egg yolks and 
blend into creamed mixture. Beat egg whites until stiff and fold in. 
Sift flour, baking powder and nutmeg together and add alternately 
with milk to first mixture. Toss on board and roll thin. Cut into 
pieces 3x2 inches. Make four 1-inch gashes crosswise at equal 
intervals. Take up by running finger in and out of gashes and 
lower into deep fat kept at uniform temperature. Cook until brown, 
turn and cook until brown. Remove from heat and drain on paper. 
Cool and dust with sugar and cinnamon. 


The Blackberry Cake recipe comes from a 1905 cookbook. 


BLACKBERRY CAKE
